STOVES AND TINWARE. 


M. DE LA MONTANYA, 


Relative Costof Living. 


A recent ve;>ort liy E. Young, 


Chief of tho United States Bureau 
of Statistics, touches on the pur- 
chasing power of wages in the Uni- 
ted States and Europe. The ques- 
tion for the foreign mechanic or la- 
borer who wishes to emigrate to this 
country is not so much the rate of 
wages he can get here us what the 
wages will bring, and Mr. Young's 
figures famish us a good stand- 
point from which to compare the 
position of the laborer iu America, 
with his fellov,- workman in Europe. 
If we compare two manufacturing 
centres such as Bradford in Eng- 
land and the leading towns in Penn- 
/ 
sylvania, we find the following dif- 


jfc- 
fereneo in tho retail prices of lead- 
int articles of consumption. The 
values are expressed in both cases in 
gold, for better convenience. The 
laborer in Bradford in 1874 paid 
$7.35 per barrel for flour and in Penn- 
sjivania.for tho same quality.but 87. 
The Englishman's beef cost him 
from 21 cents to 23 cents a pound,and 
the American's but 17 cents.and other 
meats in the same proportion. Corned 
pork was only 13Ji cents in Pennsyl- 
v&ria while it was from 16 to 20 cents 
in Bradford. Butter cost tho Eng- 
lishman from 31 to 38 cents; The 
American, 35% cents. Milk anj eggs 
were about the sfirne in the two coun- 
tries. 


In tho above, it will IKS observed, 


the American had a decided advan- 
tage; in the matter of groceries,how- 
ever, he was cot so fortunate. The 
Englishman's Oolong only cost him 
from 36 to 80 cents, while the Amer- 
ican had to pay 91.

coffee is only 10 to 20 cents in 
Bradford and -iG'/i in Pennsylvania. 
The Englishman pays from 7 to 8 
cents for good brown sugar, and the 
American 9f«. In dry goods the 
'cruder pays from 12 to 16 cents per 
yard for brown shirtings, the Amer- 
ican but 13 1-5. The English cot- 
ton flannels are from 30 to 36 cents, 
and the Pennsylvania but 19. The 
price of boots ia Bradford is from

$2 88 to S3 31 a pair, against $4 40

In house rent 


and board the Englishman's money 
is -worth about fiftj per cent, more 
than the American's.

Tobacco-growing, though necessa- 


rily confined to comparatively nar- 
row limits, is assuming considerable 
importance in Oregon. According 
to the census returns, the entire pro- 
duct of the year 1870 was but 3,- 
847 pounds, while that for 1875 was 
38,340, showing an increase of 24,- 
340 pounds, or about 600 per cent, 
dnring the past five years. 
The 
quality of this Oregon product is 
of an inferior grade, but is of a 
kind that finds a ready market at re- 
munerative prices, its principal uae 
being 
for sheep-washing. 
Hop- 


growing is also increasing, it is sta- 
ted, even more rapidly than tobacco, 
and gives promise of assuming di- 
nxensions of no mean importance. 
At the present time some 600 acres 
are given to the cultivation of the 
article. On this land the average 
yield last year was about2,000 Its to 
the'acre, while on one tract of eight 
•ores the aver&ge was 2,250. It in 
stated that as yet there has not been 
a single failure of the crop since its 
establishment, and on the whole it 
has paid a larger dividend than any 
other branch of farming in the 
Btat«.

When fairly startvd, the 
jonng tree pnshes ahead rabidly, 
utd often takes one by surprise in

Their former em- 
ployes alsov ere not able to complete the 
ItnproTements which they had begun, or 
to purchase the homes for which they 
had partially paid. Many of them v, ere 
tompelled to seek embloymcut else- 
where, and the community was net only 
depopulated to that extent, but wit- 
neued a very serious falling off in its 
rote of itoprovemeut and growth.

We like the tone of the letter of

work with remarkable animation and

now, no "one-handed," no shirking 
and watch for the foreman, no waste 
of material and time.

the beaches, ami never had better 
.joods been made. 
The men were 


apparently satisfied, and the firm 
upas more than compensated for tho 
increased ontlay by the improved 
quality

the 
goods. 
Several 


months passed, and the house an- 
nounced that in a few weeks it 
would have a surplus of 810,000 to 
divide among tho workmen. Sud- 
denly led away by some odidcmic of 
unreason tho men struck for a re- 
duction of time to ei^ht hours. The 
proprietors would'not consent to this, 
and as n consequence for two w eoks 
the shops were closed. In vain were 
the men shown the monoy coming 
to them ; in vain was it demonstrated 
that they were making moru than 
in the tamo line in oilier shops. 
The persisted in tho strike till they 
could hold out no longer, and tlicu 
resumed work as before. 
The Jirm 


declined to proceed further with tho 
co-operative experiment, and what 
had been fair with promise was thus 
brought to a disasterous end.
